In the '60s we marched into transceivers on the notion of mobile 
operating. But a decade or so earlier we saw transmitters boxed with 
recieve converters for the car radio. Those probably got more mobile use 
than the Nippons, in fact. 


I was looking at two today: 


The first is a Babb Electronics TRA-6. I'm told, by ads, there was also 
a TRA-10 but I've not seen one. I'm suspicious the never made it out, 
too, since the Babb is a regional type of thing: an Oakie from near Okla 
City. 


The TRA-6 is built around an International Crystal converter. There's a 
hole in the center of the chassis for the ICM FCV-1 and the 6M TX and 
modulator encircles it. I've seen two and the fellow who sold me mine 


said they came from a jaded bunch of 75M Phonies who decided to go to 6. 
One of them seemed to have an inside with ICM. 


More formal was Creative Electronic's Transcon series. I've seen one. I 
dredged it up from eBay recently and found a 6AK5 to a 6U8 mixer and LO 
for BCB output. The Babb offered BC or 40M. This Transcon 10 (I've 
never seen a Transcon 6) went to at least two models. 


The one here is an original issue with a single 6U8 and a free-running LO 
in the converter. On TX a 6AQ5 drives a 5763 and that a 6BK5. The Mark 
II, according to the diagram I have, used a second 6U8 in the the TX. It 
also shows an xtal in the coverter. Mine doesn't have a crystal but it 
works, a little, since I replaced a 10K resistor so chared it read 100 
Ohms and measured 47K. 


That accident may have been from the choice of PA voltage. In yesteryear 
the family Buick's radio cranked out enough B+ to feed a Transcon, given 
that one did not listen and talk at the same time. On the back there's 
an input for the auto radio feed or, if you had a war surplus dyno, 
another place to put up to 350 VDC from an "external" supply. 


Those were the days: rolling down the road with 6 volts out of the 
generator, the windows down, and the bumper mounted whip making the 
traffic think you were Broaderick Crawford from "Highway Patrol." 


He had an Oldsmobile, but it had four holes in the hood so a casual 
observer might have mistaken a Buick Roadmaster for his ride.

In the '60s we marched into transceivers on the notion of mobile 
operating. But a decade or so earlier we saw transmitters boxed with 
recieve converters for the car radio. Those probably got more mobile use 
than the Nippons, in fact. 


I was looking at two today: 


The first is a Babb Electronics TRA-6. I'm told, by ads, there was also 
a TRA-10 but I've not seen one. I'm suspicious the never made it out, 
too, since the Babb is a regional type of thing: an Oakie from near Okla 
City. 


The TRA-6 is built around an International Crystal converter. There's a 
hole in the center of the chassis for the ICM FCV-1 and the 6M TX and 
modulator encircles it. I've seen two and the fellow who sold me mine 
said they came from a jaded bunch of 75M Phonies who decided to go to 6. 
One of them seemed to have an inside with ICM. 


More formal was Creative Electronic's Transcon series. I've seen one. I 
dredged it up from eBay recently and found a 6AK5 to a 6U8 mixer and LO 
for BCB output. The Babb offered BC or 40M. This Transcon 10 (I've 
never seen a Transcon 6) went to at least two models. 


The one here is an original issue with a single 6U8 and a free-running LO 
in the converter. On TX a 6AQ5 drives a 5763 and that a 6BK5. The Mark 
II, according to the diagram I have, used a second 6U8 in the the TX. It 
also shows an xtal in the coverter. Mine doesn't have a crystal but it 
works, a little, since I replaced a 10K resistor so chared it read 100 
Ohms and measured 47K. 


That accident may have been from the choice of PA voltage. In yesteryear 
the family Buick's radio cranked out enough B+ to feed a Transcon, given 
that one did not listen and talk at the same time. On the back there's 
an input for the auto radio feed or, if you had a war surplus dyno, 
another place to put up to 350 VDC from an "external" supply. 


Those were the days: rolling down the road with 6 volts out of the 
generator, the windows down, and the bumper mounted whip making the 
traffic think you were Broaderick Crawford from "Highway Patrol." 


He had an Oldsmobile, but it had four holes in the hood so a casual 
observer might have mistaken a Buick Roadmaster for his ride.
